HIGHLY TRIED 
MARINES LED IN 
ISLAND AnACKS 

WASHINOTON, Aug. ^- VTl — 
Heavily irmetl and highly trained 
marines, oreonlied into "nildcr bat- 
talions," are battling the Japanese In 
the Solomon islands and carried out 
the Aug. n attack on Japanese-held 
Makln Litand Jn the Gilbert group 
of Uie pacific. 

This announcement today by Uie 
marine corps was the first olflclal 
dlsclost{re of Uio .existence of Uie 
marine raiders whose equipment 
and training methods have been 
closely guarded secrets against tho 
Ume when they would go Into ac- 
Uon. 

Their Ilrat known attack of these 
specially -trained devlldoga was in 
the Solomons ot tensive beginning 
Aug, 7, Their second was In Uiclr 
own show at Mokln. the Gilbert 
Island group. MaJ. James Roosevelt, 
son of Uie President, was second In 
command In tho Makln attack which 
damaged Installations and killed 
Japanese defender*. 

Surprise Landings 
'In surprise landings liko Umt on' 
Makln," Uic marine announcement ' 
said, "Uiclr objective may be to de- 
stroy air and naval bases, communi- 
cation centers, ammunition dumpe; 
military stores, and defensive In- 
stall a Uons. 

"They seek to bring bock vital In- 
formation about the disposition of 
enemy forces. Intelligence concern- 
ing his future plans, and prisoners. 

"Tlio raiders ore trained also to 
funcUon OS a spearhead of' a tull- 
scalo Invasion.' Ilils may bave been 
their rolo In Uie Solomon offensive 
or they may have entered the battle 
at a later stage, perhaps attocklns 
the enemy from tho rear alter cf' 
fcctlng a surprise rubber boat land' 
Ing." 

Tauctieil Men

era are among the world's toughest 
fighting men. 

They have been trained' piirUo'

Japanese Farm Labor Efforts 
Tui'ned Over to Amalgamated 

The Japanese labor altuaUon today was back In tho hands of the 
Amalgamated Sugar company where It has been ever since the shortage 
of manpower on the farms developed early this summer. 

Unable to detennlno a price per acre or per Japanese to be set up to 
pay the cost of recruiting and tronaportlng Uio workers from Eden and 
other cvacuaUon camps, the committee of farmers orgonlwd a week ago 
decided at a meeting last night to turn the wholo matter over to the 
sugar company. 

However, the sugar company 
agreed to turn dver what Jopanese it 
will be unable to use In the beeC 
harvest to the farmers to harvest 
the other crops such as potatoes, 
beans, onions and fruit. The sugar 
company then will charge to the 
farmers their proportionate shore 
ol the cost ol recnilUnB and trans- 
porUng the J^anese, This will be 
based on the number of days tJiat 
a foimcr uses the Japanese labor. 
Pays Primary Cost 

Tho sugar company, which olreody 
has machinery s?t up for recruiting 
the Japanese, will pay the entire 
primary cost of bringing the Jap- 
anese In. Meanwhile, the potato, 
bean, onion and fruit formers will 
endeavor to go as for as possible with 
white labor. 

The committee wlU continue to 
function and la the meantime will 
send out n letter adWslng the tam- 
ers throughout the county tliat they 
make known their Japonesa labor 
needs- on blanks left mt the office 
of County Agent Bert DoUnjbroke, 
the U. 8. employment service offloe 
'Tid at the AAA office In DuhL 

Before deciding to turn tho whole 
quesUon over to the Amalgamated, 
the eonunltte« consldcRd two sj-i- 



terns of setting up a fund to pay the 
cost ot rccrulUng and transporting' 
the Jopanese workers. 

Acmge Plan 
First, Horry Elcoek, district man- 
ager of the sugar company, submit- 
ted a syilcm based on an acreage 
basis. A larmer making use of Jap- 
anese labor would pay 30, cents an 
acre per man on beets, 10 cenU an 
acre per man on beans and other 
crops.

The Issue Is clearcut. The Providence Cltl- 
zena Sunday Recreation committee spon- 
sored three park entertainments on July 5, 
and paid union rates for professional bands 
to provide the music. 

Mario, whose orchestra was playing at a 
night elub. orrered to give Its aervlccs— as nn 
added feature, not to displace the paid union 
musicians. The Providence local ol the 
Amettcati Fc'dcrattoti ot MtislcUns relused 
permission, and suggested that Mario him- 
self should sneak out of town for the day 
rather than go to any of the affairs. 

Instead, Mario accepted membership in the 
official party which consisted of the mayor, 
the actress Sylvia Sidney and four others. 

When the paid union band played "The 
Star Spangled Banner," everybody began 
singing. Mario, standing between the mayor 
and Mlsa Sidney, Joined In. 

On Aug. 10 ho was riotlfled "fraternally" of 
the S500 fine by the executive board, which 
held that by singing the national anthem he 
, bad made a personal appearance forbidden 
by his union, 
■ Mario was ordered to pay the line by Sept. 
5. Olhsr-wlKd he can be suspended Irom 
union membership and deprived ol the 
means of livelihood. 

He can, ol course, appeal. The IntcmatloLn- 
al union Is headed by James Caesar Petrlllo, 
who has forbidden the making of musical 
records or transcriptions; who Is facing 
federal antl-truat action; whose Now York 
local forbade the soldier band of "This Is the 
Army" to play at the opening of a service 
men's social center. 

In our old-lashloncd, horse-and-buggy. 
"ruggedly Individualistic way wo resent the 
situation In which a private organization can 
fine any man $500 lor singing the national 
■ anthem In public or private, free or for 
pay. In wartime or in peace. 
V/c thlnt It is un-American. 



SHOWDOWN IN INDIA 
Americans regret the crisis that hag ar- 
rived In Britain's dealings with India. 

Devoted to tradition and by choice to unt- 
Tersal fiemocriicy, InchKlhig the right ot all 
peoples to make their own governmental 
mistakes, we are doubly pledged to the 
theory of scir-dctccmlnatlon by the Issues 
for which we are lighting to the death. 

Rightly or wrongly, most Americans In- 
cline to believe that the British have made 
a serious mistake, ethically and strategically, 
. In not having given India her irecdom — or 
at the very least, dominion status — long 
' since. 

Nevertheless, one must lace facts In time 
of war. The facts arc that Britain cannot 
afford to give Gandhi, at this time, what he 
demands. 

Any realist. In Qandhl's position, should 
realize that India must choose the British 
or the Japanese; that India is In no position 
to defend Independence; that the choice is 
between Britain's promise on the one hand, 
and contiucst by Japan on the other. 

With all her faults, Britain has never Im- 
posed upon India auch terrible slavery as 
would be Inevitable once Japan took over. 

The disorders which Gandhi Invoked by 
his Implacable decision arc an Invitation for 
which Japan has been waiting. They may 
well provlds Just the weight that the axis 
needed to permit Ocnnon and Japanese 
forcea to Join and cut the United Nations 
In two. 

As things stood when Britain had to act, 
whatever she did might easily prove wrong. 
The decision to arrest Oandhl may have been 
unsound. But at least It was a positive de- 
cision, and wars arc not won by sitting 
around watching for rabbits to hop out of 
hats. 

It remains now to bo seen whether the rel- 
atively small Nationalist party represchta 
BuKlclent Indian sentiment to control that 
cotmtry's port in the war. 

The general strike In Bombay which Im- 
mediately followed Oandhl'a arrest may por- 
tend the worst, 

perhaps the remaining hope might lie in 
a hard and fast British agreement, witnessed 
. and guaranteed by the United States, giving 
India tiavr oU, that can eof ely be granted and, 
after the war, at a firmly fixed time, com- 
ptQt« Independence. 

Thla might fail. Or . it might temper hot 
beads, and save the lituatlpn.

"Tliey will Ignore the Kennedys, tho 
Sulllvans, Uie Aheams, tho Mc- 
Carthys and all the other Irish 
dcleaales In Tammany who atood by 
Mr. Roosevelt. "They will ignore the 
Jcwbh delegates In Queens who 
sUxxl with Mr, Parley ogalnst Mr. 
Roosevelt. The axis propagandists 
win Ignore the fact that thta was » 
family pollllcal fight in the good

democracy. Later, when he appear- 
ed as the victor before the conven-

flghUng for. ■ ' 

Illtler wouldn't undentand that. 
Here were more than 1,000 dele- 
gates. Motf) than hall of them long 
ago had promised Mr. naley to vole 
for bis candidate for governor.

Presidents probably never will leam 
that the average man, in his. great 
respect tor the office, his acccp'tanco 
of the large power of the office, his 
support of the chief eiecuUvo in 
foreign policy. Is at the same Ume 
meet Jealous of his own right to 
name and elect state and local 
candidates of hU own choosing. 
. Because he gives up ao much to the 
presldenUal office, he U all tho4V 
more tenacious of bis own lltUo 
area of sovereignty as a free Amer- 
ican.
